brick manufacturers in Cook County, and the 
Brickmakers’ alliance, signed a three years’ 
agreement yesterday. The agreement was a 
compromise, as the terms give the manu- 
facturers the privilege of hiring whom they 
please, while the sympathetic strike question 
remains about as before. 

The agreement goes into effect on July 23. 


It provides for the arbitration of all differ- 


ences by a board composed of three members 
of the alliance and three manufacturers, the 
six to choose a seventh. It also provides 
that in cases of difference work will continue 
until the arbitration board gives its decision. 
The agreement also calls for sixty days’ no- 
tice in case of desire to withdraw from the 
agreement or to change its conditions, and 
it provides that notice of such proposed 
action must be given betwen Jan. 1 and 31 
of each year, and that a settlement of these 
differences must be reached before the Ist 
of the following March. . 


Wage Scale Little changed. 

The wage scale is practically the same as 
that in the agreement of 1890. Bight hours 
constitute a.day'’s work, as in the old 
agreement. President W. H. Alsip and the 
Executive committee of the Illinois Brick 


company represented the manufacturers, 


while the alliance was represented by 
Charles Hanks, Thomas Dooty, H. Laflin, 
Frank Schinneberger, and George Hodge. 

The signing of the agreement removed 
danger of a strike that seemed almost cer- 
tain. The unions had declared for the em- 

loyment of union men and the continuance 
of the sympathetic strike clause, and to ob- 
tain the latter the representatives of the 
alliance waived their demand for the employ- 
ment of union men only. 


Vote Money to Carpenters. 

The National Executive Council of the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters, now holding its 
quarterly meeting in Philadelphia, yester- 
day voted $3,000 for the benefit of the mem- 
bers of the organization in Chicago now out 
of work. The money will arrive in Chi- 
cago today. The reading of the news at a 
meeting of Union No. 1, in Chicago, caused 
great cheering, for the action is most timely. 

There has been much distress in union 
ranks during the last two weeks, and the 
Building Trades council has been besieged 
with appeals for help which it could not 
meet. 

Ironworkers Go to Superior. . 

Forty members of the Bridge and Struc- 
tural Iron Workers’ union left in a body for 
Superior last night to work on one of the 
large steel elevators now being constructed 
at that place by the Great Northern road. 

A story was current in labor circles that 
at the request of the contractor in charge of 
the iron work on the Chicago Postoffice the 
Industrial Trades union sent thirty-five men 
to that structure yesterday. Five were put 
to work, it was said, but they complainad 
the work was too high to suit them, and that 
they quit at noon. The story could not be 
confirmed, however. 


Union Men Find Work. 


The beginning of work yesterday on the 
Moxley building, at Randolph and Clinton 
streets, was hailed by the members of the 
Bullding Trades council as a victory over 
the Contractors’ council, as members of the 
latter body are said to have expressed the 
opinion that no responsible contractor would 
take the job under the conditions imposed 
by Mr. Moxley that only union men be em- 
ployed.

LONDON, July 14, 8 a. m-—The Chinese 
situation has been further complicated by a 
formal declaration of war by China on Rus- 
sia and the bombardment by Chinese troops 
of the Russian town of Blagovechensk on the 
River Amur in Siberia, but is at the same 
time relieved by the news that the allied 
force, after a most heroic rally, surprised 
, the Chinese in the native city of Tien Tsin 
and captured the town, which they now hold, 
though in need of early ang strong as- 
sistance. The allies lost néarly 800 men in 
killed and wounded in the two days of nf. 
ing, July 18. and 14 
Reports are conflicting as to whether the 
Chinese succeeded in capturing the place, 
but a number of Russians were killed, and 
fighting between the Chinese and Russian 
troops has also taken place at other points. 


Take Russians Unawares. 
The Russians were evidently taken una- 
wares to a certain extent, for the Chinese 
had been able to intrench themselves along 
the Amur and dividing the connections of 
the Transsiberian railway and preventing, 
until dislodged, the further transport of Rus- 
sian troops to China by that route.

LONDON, July 18, 4 a. m.—The hews of 
the Manchuria distupbances is not regarded 
as justifying the serious view that war has 
been declared; Amur is boundary territory 
between eastern Siberia and Manchuria. The 
district has been the scene of local disturb- 
ances for a long time owing to the provoc- 
ve conduct of the Cossacks toward the 
25,000 Chinese employed in the construction 
of the Russo-Manchurian railway. 

Several serious collisions have occurred 
between the Cossacks and the Chinese 
troéps. One happened several weeks ago, 
when two Ruésian officers and sixteen men 
were killed. The extension ef the Boxer 
movement to Manchuria has resulted in a 
great destruction of the railway, compelling 
the Russians to withdraw their officials. 

The Chinese tried to stop the Russian 
steamer Michael, carrying ammunition, and 
the steamer Selenga, with the Russian fron- 
tier commission on board, from passing UP. 
the Amur at Aigun. They fired on the steam - 
ers, wounding an officer and a few men, but N 
the steamers reached Blagovechensk. 

The local Chinese commander at Aigun 
seems to have sent the Russians a sort of 
uitimatam to quit Manchuria. 

The Chinese, according to the advices, 
have thrown up fortifications and placed 
forty guns at a point twelve miles from 
Aigun, to dispute the progress of the Rus- 
sians.

The allied forces are now safe for the pres- 
ent, but must be strongly and immediately 
reinforced if they are to withstand the ad- 
vancing Chinese hosts. 


Allies Hold All Tien Tsin Forts. 
BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
LONDON. July 17.—This — news 
of the success of the allied forces at Tien 
Tsin, though that success has been dearly 

bought, appears to clear the air somewhat, 

This victory over the Chinese, it is hoped, 
will enable the allies to resume preparations 
for an advance, especially as today it is of- 
ficially announced that the Japanese force 
of 22,000 will all be disembarked by July 19 
at the latest. 

According to a Shanghai dispatch pub- 
lished here today, 100,000 Chinese troops, 
armed with Mauser rifies and modern ar- 
tillery, are encamped at three points within 
forty miles of Shanghai, ready to besiege the 
town in the event of an attack by the Eu- 
ropeans upon the Woo-Sung forts. 

According to a telegram from Chefoo, 
received here today, 170 of the allied troops 
were killed ta the assault ‘upon the native 
City of Tien Tsin. 


Victory on July 14. 
The Shanghai correspondent of the Daily 
— telegraphing under date of July 17, 


on the morning of July 14 and succeeded in 
breaching the walls and capturing all the 
forts. 

„The Chinese were completely routed, and 
the allies took possession of the native city 
and its defenses. : 

The total losses of the allies in the en- 
gagements of Thursday, Friday, and Sat- 
urday were about 800 killed or wounded. 
The casualties were greatest among the 
Russians and Japanese.“ 


Fight All of the 13th. 

„On Friday, the 13th, in a combined attack 
upon the native city, over forty guns bom- 
barded the Chinese positions. The fighting 
was most determined, and the allies’ losses. 
were heavy. 

“The guns of the allies did immense dam- 
age to the native city, causing many large 
conflagratione, and finally silenced the ma- 
jority of the enemy’s guns simultaneously. 
Then 1,500 Russians assisted by small par- 
ties of Germans and French assaulted and 
captured eight guns that were in position on 
the railway embankment and the fort, the 
magazine of which the French subsequently 
blew up. A body of American, British, 
Japanese, and Austrian troops tnen made a 
sortie and attacked the west arsenal, which 
the Chinese had reocoupied. After three 
hours of the hardest fighting yet experienced 
the Chinese fled. :

“The American marines were roused to 
arms, and all night stood ready to defend 
the foreigners in the compounds. The fire

“The next morning bodies of 100 Boxers 
were found lying here and there. I saw 
numbers of bodies being devoured by dogs. 
Trenches were hastily dug and the native 
authorities gathered up the bodies by tying 
ropes around their legs and dragged them off 
to burial. That morning hundreds of poor 
native Christians huddled into the mission 
compounds and begged for shelter. 

On the 16th we went to Taku and board- 
ed a Chinese passenger steamer. We could 
not sail that night for some reason, and lay 
in company with other merchant vessels at 
anchor. On June 17 the bombardment of 
foreign gunboats by the forts began. The 
gunboats returhed the fire immediately. We 
were lying up the river with the gunboats 
between us and the fort. Whenever the 
Chinese in their forts fired too high their 
shells went screaming over us or struck the 
water about us. We were directly in the 
Uns of fire, but all escaped, 

“I have just learned of the murder of 
Baron von Ketteler. It is not a surprise. 
Von Ketteler was the one Minister the 
Chinese feared. He was suspicious of them 


and demanded proof of their good faith be-

HIS BROTHER KILLED, H. C. DAVIS 
VOLUNTEERS. 
Offers His Services to the Government 
Within a Few Hours After the Pu- 
lication of the News of Captain Aus- 
tin R. Davis Losing His Life in China 
~He Is Inspired by Deep Religious 
and Patriotic Sentiment in Offering 
te Fight. i 


Within a few hours after the publication 
of the news of the death of Captain Austin 
R. Davis of the Marine Corps, in China, 
Henry Clarke Davis of Chicago, a brother of 
the dead officer, volunteered his services to 
the government. Mr. Davis yesterday pre- 
sented to Congressman James R. Mann a 
recommendation signed by Colonei Jonathan 
Merriam, Pension Agent in Chicago, and 
asked Mr. Mann to use his influence in ob- 
taining for him a commission in the Marine 
Corps. His request was made with an 
earnestness that impressed Congressman 
Mann, who promised to do all he could for 
him. Congressman Foss and Senator Mason 
will be appealed to by Mr. Davis. It is omi 
by obtaining a commission that he can serve 
in China, as he is 40 years old and, therefore, 
unable to enlist. 

There always has been one of my family 
in the navy or in the army,” he said, “ 
now that another war is in prospect we 
would lke to be represented. The hand of 
God has brought affairs to the present crisis, 
and the unfortunate calamities of the last 
month will result in the Christianizing of 
China. I would like to be one of God's hum- 
ble agents. There is no bétter way of be- 
coming one than by serving the United 
States. I am not actuated by revenge. If I 
killed an hundred Chinamen I could not 
make up for my brother's death. I wish to 
take his place, and, if need be, lay down my 
life for my country. 

“My brother's death will come as a great 
blow to my family.

DEATH OF MICHAEL B. LYDON. 


Waterway Contractor Passes Away at 
Dubuque from Heart Disease—Wife 
and Daughters on Way to Europe. 


Michael B. Lydon,’ 2952 Indiana avenue, 
widely known as a waterway contractor, 
died of heart disease at Dubuque, Ia., yes- 
terday after an illness of two days. His wife 
and two daughters are on a steamer en route 
to Europe and are not expected to reach port 
till Briday. 

Mr. Lydon was born in 1842. After the 
death of his parents in 1845, with an elder 
brother he went to Buffalo, N. Y., and there 
he received his education. Later he became 
a sailor and finally was made a captain of a 
jake schooner. At the outbreak of the civil 
war he came to Chicago. 2 

After a short residence here he was made 
Superintendent of the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal, and in 1870 he had the contract for 
widening that waterway. 

For thirty years Mr. Lydon was connected 
with the river and harbor department of the 
government, with the rank of Captain 
During that time he bufit levee works along 
the lower Mississippi and the Red River of 
the South. He also built the locks and dams 
of the Illinois River, and a canal near New 
Orleans. During the war with Spain he con- 
structed the mines about the mouths of the

A committee representing the State Fed- 
eration of Labor secured a decision from the 
council on the question of testing the con- 
stitutionality of the Colorado eight-hour 
law before the United States Supreme Court. 
The law has been declared unconstitutional 


by the State Supreme Court, and the labor | 


leaders have been anxious to carry the case 
to a higher tribunal, believing that an ap- 
peal would result in a reversal of the de- 
cision. The council decided this afternoon, 
however, that inasmuch as there was no fed- 
eral constitutional question involved in the 
decision of the State Supreme Court it could 
not be to United States Su- 


Want Eight-Hour Day in Colorado. 
In this connection the council adopted a 
resolution recommending a united effort on 
the part of organized labor and the general 
public to secure an amendment to the State 
constitution making eight hours’ work a 


legal maximum limit in any one day in all 
dangerous and unhealthful occupations and 
trades. 


Two were received by the coun- 
ell late this afternoon from representative 
labor men in St. Louis informing the coun- 
cil that the street car strike was still on, and 
requesting the members to stop in St. Louis 
on their return to the Past for the 
of aiding in a settlement.

CHICAGO LOSES ONE OF ITS CHIEF 
POLITICAL CHARACTERS. 


Former Prominent Democrat Expires 


from Paralysis of the Throat After 
Long Illness — Alderman from the 
Second Ward for Four Consecutive 
Terms—Prise Fighter in the Levee 
Distriet—Serves with Distinction in 
Civil War—Kneown as “ Jim D’App.” 


James T. A „ a former prominent 
Democratic politician and an Alderman 
from the BSetond Ward for four consecutive 
terms—1882 till 1800—died at his home, 206 
Thirty-seventh street, on Monday night of 
paralysis of the throat caused by catarrh of 
the stomach. He had been ill for a number 
of years, but not until three days ago did 


his tllness become serious. 


In his death Chicago loses one of the most 
picturesque political characters that has 
figured in its municipal affairs. He was 
born in the down-town levee district, and

when he first ran for office he became the 
idol of his associates, and was recognized 
as a local Democratic leader. He had much 
to do with the passage of many of the big 
ordinances by the Council. Ed Cullerton, 
Red Sheridan, John Colvin, Frank Law-

Bore Sobriquet of “ Jim D’ App.” 


Appleton besides being an Alderman was | 


for several years a member of the Demo- 
cratic Central committee. Early in his po- 
litical career he received the sobriquet “ Jim 
D’App.” It stuck to him and was heard in 
many of the ward fights of the city. 
Appleton not only had @ record of being a 
fighter in politics but in war as well. Dur- 
ing the rebellion he enlisted under Colonel 
James Stuart of the Tenth Illinois Cavalry 
and served with distinction. He was with 
Sherman and Sheridan and took part in 
many battles. Appleton was also looked 
upon as a prize fighter of ability, and his 
friends remember putting on the 
gloves a number of times. Years ago he 


. fought Black Jack Yattaw ot bumboat” | 


The contest came off at night and 
was witnessed by hundreds from the levee 
district. Both men fought to a finish. Ap- 
pleton won and after that it is asserted none 
who knew him had any misgivings of his 
prowess.

Although he had powerful 
influence and spent a big amount of money 
and fought for a long while, he lost in his 
efforts to secure a license. He made much 
money in the liquor and restaurant business, 
lost it in the struggle for the license, and 
died, it is said, a comparatively poor man. 


His Family Early Settlers. 


The Appleton family settled in Chicago in 
1832, and Mrs. Appleton, mother of James, 
was the first English-speaking white woman 
to reach the Michigan shore. James was 
born in 1848. He received a good education 


in the city schools. Before the war he was 


engaged in the express business. When onl 

20 years old he married Rose Fagan of Jef- 
ferson Park. Two children came of the union. 
They are Mrs. W. G. Perry and George 
W. Appleton, who, with the widow, survive 


him. 

The funeral will be held from the First

They detest 
anarchy and favor the enforcement of the 
laws as much as if not more than they 
did four years ago, As for “ imperialism,” 
which did not figure among the issues 
of 1806, the voters look on it as one of 
Mr. Bryan’s nightmares, It seems to dis- 
turb his slumbers. It does not disturb 
theirs. 
‘The Republican leaders ought not to 
be dissatisfied, with the battleground to 
which Senator Jones invites them. It has 
in their minds the pleasant associations 
of great victories won in the past, They 
are ready to meet Senator Jones and his 
Democrats there once ‘more and “ wel- 
come them to hospitable graves” of a 
political nature.

Next month Mr, Bryan will be notified 
formally of his. nomination, and will make 
a speech defining his poli¢y. It is said that 
in that speech he will promise that if he is

The real danger is that such a government 
will not prove te be permanent. There are 
many intelligent persons who have gra ve 
doubts as to the capacity of the Cubans to 
govern themselves for some time to come.

EVEN HANDED JUSTICE.

WOULD THAT IT WERE TRUE. 

Two Chinese Viceroys and the Director 
‘of the telegraph system of China send 
A message, which they say came from 
Pekin, that the foreigners in that city 
were safe a week ago last Monday and 
were still being protected by the govern- 
ment. If this be true, and there is no 
one who would not wish it,to be true, the 
foreigners were alive two days after the 
date of the reported massacre, If true, 
and if there is still a government at Pekin 
able to protect indefinitely the white men 
and women who were there when the 
troubles began, then the Chinese ques- 
tion will not be so serious a one as if 
the reported murders have actually been 
committed. 

Though it would be most gratifying to 


| be able to have full faith in this dis- 


patch from Chinese officials, it is impos- 

sible as yet to do so. No message has 

been received from any of the foreigners 

at Pekin since June 24. If the Chinese 

government is able to protect them and 
13 able also to communicate, though with 
some <dificuity, with its subordinates at 
Shaaghai or Nankin, it ought to be able 
also to send to the same cities letters or 
telegrams from representatives of foreign 
countries to their home governments. 
Those representatives, if alive, know how 
much anxiety is felt concerning them. They 
kuow that a brief dispatch from them 
would be more reassuring than a hundred 
from Chinamen, who do not invariably tell 
the truth. Those Ministers would have sent 
word if they could. 
Last Wednesday Secretary Hay told the 
Chinese Minister that Minister Conger 
should te allowed to communicate with 
his government and thus gettle the question 
as to the authenticity of reports then com- 
ing from iain to the effect that he and 
the other foreigners were safe. The 
Chinese Minister promised to do what he 
could to meet the wishes of the Secre- 
tary. No word has yet been received from 
Mr. Conger. Perhaps, granting he is 
still alive, there has not been time enough 
to hear from ‘him. Every day, however, 
which paises without ‘a response adds to 
the probabuity that he is not alive. 

This same dispatch, which says the 
foreigners were alive on July 9, contains 
also a request from the Pekin government 
to the foreign powers not to destroy Tien 
Tsin. It is possible that those who framed 


He is right when he says that the Chinese | were 


surred that the diplomats and others at 
Pekin wert stilbalive. The Chinese would 
consider that legitimate strategy. 

That the Americans and Europeans who 
were at Ikin have been murdered is rea- 
sonably certain, though it has not been 
proved beyond all question. There is a 
remote possibility that the Chinese gov- 
ernment is protecting them, and is hold- 
ing them as hostages, or is not strong 
enough to send them bafely to the sea 
coast. But the fact remains that since 
the last brief despairing. appeal of Sir. 
Robert Hart, made more than three weeks 
ago, no message of any kind has come from 
any one of the white men at Pekin. 


COUNCIL ADJOURNS. 

The fact that the City Council adjourned 
on Monday night for the summer without 
either of the three dubious measures pend- 
ing therein being finally approved is a rec- 
ord which contrasts favorably with the 
course of events usual in ante-vacation ses- 
sions in earlier years, and marks the new 
position which this body has taken as a 
branch of the city government and as a 
conservator of the common interests. 

The sessions immediately preceding the 
Ohristmas holidays and the summer va- 
cation are the chosen times of promoters 
of questionable measures, and it seems quite 
in accordance with this fact that there 
recently brought forward in the Coun- 
ell the Ogden Gas ordinance, the ordinance 
for the use of electricity on the St. Paul 
road, and the ordinance, nominally pro- 
moted by the North Side Business-Men’s 
association,” for providing transportation 
to the proposed exposition building and of 
substituting electricity for the cable in the 
North Division of the elty. Not only have 
these measures, however, been defeated or 
postponed but the two former ones have 
even been seized upon as the occasion for 
suggesting and to some extent defining ad- 
vanced lines of policy on the part of the city 
in respect to the subjects involved. 
Looking over the last year’s work of the 
Council, and especially in connection with 
that of the last two or three years previous, 
it is only to pay a well deserved tribute to 
say that there is a group of men who are 
performing services in that body who are 
not only conscientious, severely taxing, and 
distinctly prejudicial to private vocations, 
but are of the utmost value to this city.. 
Whereas in former years the most signifi- 
eant work of Aldermen was done in the 
secrecy of gang procedure, the most impor- 
tant work is now done in committees, where 
the details of subjects are thrashed out, the 
results being usually given freely to the 
public. In other words, the City Council 
has made distinct progress towards being 
a real and an efficient administrative body. 

There is one improvement in procedure 
which the Council cannot as a real business 
body much longer ignore, and that is the 
arrangement in advance of each meeting 
and the mailing to each member of a fixed 
order of business for that meeting, so that 
every member may know beforehand what 
is Hkely to come up and prepare according- 
ly. This idea was considered a year ago 
under proposals for a general modification 
ot the rules, and, as usually happens with 
such innovations, was rejected at this first 
proposal. It is not, however, an idea which 
can indefinitely be dispensed with. 

On the whole, Chicago has many reasons 
for congratulation in the improved character 
and enhanced business capacity of its City 
Council, and wishes its members the full 
rest and legitimate diversions of the vaca- 
tion period. |
